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Mr. William Diedrick has been coaching at North Central for 23 
years and has shown true spirit and dedication to his school. He 
came to NC in 1948 after two years of coaching at Reardan. He 
was our first wrestling coach, is presently our head coach in 
swimming, and has assisted in all other sports. At a luncheon at the 
Davenport hotel on Feb. 3, Mr. Diedrick received the Sports Writers 
and Broadcasters Award for his dedication to North Central and 25 
years of excellent coaching. 

In the mid 1930's, Mr. Diedrick was known for his dogged 
determination to succeed at John Rogers High School and went on 
to win the Scarlet Arrow Award as the most inspirational player at 
Eastern Washington State College. He was nicknamed the "Mighty 
Mite" in his playing days because of his small size. 

Mr. Diedrick is regarded with respect and admiration by all those 
who know him. Mr. Harold Thompson, Boys' P.E. Department 
Head, sums it up this way. "All I can say about Mr. Diedrick is that 
his blood is Red and Black." It is with pride that we dedicate the 
1 970-1 971 Tamarack to Mr. William Diedrick.
